Sir  James  M.  Barrie,  Joan  Giraudoux, 
Arthur  Schnitzler,  Gerhart  Haupt- 
mann and  others.  She  was  born  in 
Vienna,  where  she  enjoyed  a thorough 
education  in  the  arts  at  the  Royal 
School  of  Dramatic  Art,  Music  and 
Literature.
